For crime China has many 
remedies other than those prac¬ 
ticed in the Occuiental world. 
Bank bandits are taken, after 
capture, to the steps of the bank 
which they have robbed, and, 
there they are executed, the | 
bodies being left on the scene for ^ 
two days as a warning to others 
who might attempt anything sim¬ 
ilar. Also, there is but one 
punishment for any one of the 
many crimes we term as felonies, 
that is the headsman’s knife. 

The Chinese government, 
Bierkle told, has a unique man¬ 
ner of street improvement pro- 
cetiure. Government owned ma¬ 
cadam roadways, a hundred feet 
in width, are constructed by 
means of confiscation of property 
without renumeration to property 
owners. 

Chinese trade practices have 
been lacking in scruples, the mis¬ 
sionary said. As an example he 
told of how the tea merchants 
I increased their revenues by the 
simple expediency of loading the 
cases with old iron rails, stones 
or tree roots. 

Much progress, however, has 
been made in China in the last 
few years along mechanical lines. 
Automobiles have been introduced 
in great numbers by the mission¬ 
aries, there is a complete system 
of amateur radio communication, 
and a spirit of cooperation be¬ 
tween the business interests and 
the missionary societies has been 
fostered.
